It  la.id  upon  tne  Council  the  responsibility  of  prepa.ring  by 
the  31st  Aupst,^1955  their  proposals  for  slum  clearance  to  be 
made  effective  within  the  following  five  years.  In  furtherance 
ox  tnis^^aim  lo  was  decided  that  three  small  Sub- Committees  acc- 
ompaniea  by  tne  Senicr  Sanitaia^  Inspector  should  \7lsit  the  houses 
whicn  have  been  placed  in  Category  5  as  a  result  ef  inspections 
earlier  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  accordance  wi 
tne  Rural  Iiousing  Survey , 

,  nl-sb  Jecember,  1954  272  such  houses  liad  boon  ins'^ec— 

ted  and  I  endeavoured ^ to  be  present  at  as  many  of  these  inspections

There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria  but  this  happy  state  of  affai-rs 
can  only  be  maintained  if  a.  high  stacce  of  immunit^^  be  kept  up  in 
the  infant^  toddler  and  school  groups  in  the  community o  I  stress 
again  the  vital  knportance  that  all  children  should  be  iminunised 
before  the3^  reach  their  first  birthday  and  that  the  danger  implicit 
in  not  doing  so  should  be  brought  home  to  all.  There  xms  one  case 
of  Acute  ihiterior  Pclioin^olitis  (-iaral3rtic)  but  fortunately  this 
was  not  severe.  The  hopes  of  all  are  with  the  rosearch  and  field 
workers  who  are  endeavouring  to  find  an  immunising  agent  which 
will  control  this  disease.  In  the  meantime  we  must  get  it  into 
its  right  prospective  as  a  cause  ox  crippling  disability  and  fight  it

nuthoilties  of  the  areas  concerned.,  and  improvements  have  oeen 
effociod  as  a  result  of  this  inter-area  co-operation. 


In  order  to  strengthen  nhe  hands  of  your  Public  Healm  Oj--L-i-c>^i. 
whan  samples  of  ice  cream  have  oeen  found  to  oe  unsaUis-Lacoory,  it 
is  imper alive  thisl  s.  legal  standand.  xor  tne  ba,c uej.'iologiCcl  exemm** 
ation^ of  icc  cream  should  be  introduced.  This  would  undoubtedly 
load  to  a  higher  standard  of  purity ,  as  manuf anturers  would  realise 
that  enforcement  measures  could  be  taken  if  their  products  did  not 
coaply  with  the  legal  requirements.

centrrlised  slaughtering  wsuS  one  01  the  oese  forms  01  contiol  in— 
troducod  by  the  Government,  as  it  ensured  that  there  was  a  lOQfp  ^ 
control  on  the  inspection  of  all  anima3-S  slaughtered,  a/id  that  tui 
Country’s  meat  supply  was  wholesome  end  free  from  disease.  I 
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myself  felt,  like  all  Meat  Inspectors,  that  the  re-opening  of 
private  slarigliterhousos  was  a  retrograde  stop,  particularly^  in 
Rural  Districts,  ifnere,  before  the  War,  it  wa,s  a  physical  im¬ 
possibility  to  inspect  all  the  animals  slaughtored  for  himian 
consumption*  The  ultimale  object  of  H,M.  Government  to  bring 
adoout  a.  moderale  concentration  of  slauightorhousos  wan  sound,  but 
one  felt  that  this  policy  might  have  been  formulated  soon  a.ft-:;r 
the  cessation  of  hostilities,  so  tlial  tho  change-over  from  cen¬ 
tralised  slaughtering  to  the  moderate  concentration  of  slauightcr- 

houses  envisaged,  by  H.M*  ‘Govornnont  could  have  taken  plaQO  imm¬ 
ediately  upon  decontrol* 

It  is,  however,  pleasing  to  record  that  lOl/o  inspection  of 
animals  slanghtered  was  carried  out,  not  only  at  the  ^linistry  of 
Food.  Slaughterhouse,  Bourne,  from  the  1st  Jaenuary/  to  the  7th  July, 
1954?  hut  also  at  the  four  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural 
District,  which  were  subsequently.^  licensed  by  the  Council,  after 
consid.erable  improvements  had  been  carried  out  thereat,  from  the 
7th  J'ljly,  1954  to  the  31st  December,  1954*  The  occupiers  of  the 
four  private  sla^ughterhouses  viero  asked  to  carry^  out  extensive 
repairs  in  addition  to  undorcoiling  their  premises,  providing  a. 
smooth  impervious  surface  to  the  walls  to  a.  height  of  five  feet, 
providing  a  hot  water  system,  with  hot  waler  laid  on  to  sinks  in¬ 
side  the  slaughter houses,  and.  improving  the  drainage  systems 
all  the  works  required  by  the  Council  ^^^ere  in  fact  carried,  out 
before  the  premises  were  put  into  use  immodialelyr  following  the 
7th  July,  1954«

Refuse  is  collec¬ 
ted  from  contahaers  placed  at  the  kerb-side  by  householders,  and 
it  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  a.t  refuse  pits  situated  at  Billing- 
borough,  Gorb3r^  Suinstoad  and  Deeping  St.  Jamies.  It  is  estimated 
that  nearly  2,000  tons  of  household  refuse  is  collected  cond 
disposed  of  annually. 

With  rega.rd  to  disposal  of  refuse,  it  was  apparent,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  that  a.  new  refuse  tip  would  have  to  be  found 
soon  for  the  Deepings  area  where  the  biggest  volume  of  refuse  is 
collected,  and  negotiations  have  now  been  commenced,  for  the 
purchase  of  two  additional  tips  a.t  the  south  end  of  the  district. 


With  regard  to  the  collection  of  refuse,  it  is  hoped,  thasb, 
eventually,  a  more  frequent  service  than  fortnightly  will  be 
given,  but  consideration  of  this  improvement  in  the  service  ha 
had  to  be  deferred  for  the  tine  being  on  account  of  the  Council 
heavy  financial  commitments  in  other  directions.

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8.  RODENT  CONTROL, 

Once  again  I  an  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  of  rodent 
destruction  has  proceeded  smoothly  and  efficiently  during  the  year^ 
and  that  all  complaints  concerning  infestations  by  rats^and  mice 
hciVe  been  des^lt  with  as  they  arose.  In  addition^  one  council  s 
Rodent  Opers.tor  (fir,  F.H.  Batchelor)  hs.s  CtO-rried  out  the  -.council  s 
obligations  mider  Section  2(a)  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Fests 
Act 9 ^1949 j  by  surveying  lands  and  premises  throughout  the  district 
in  order  to  ascertain  sources  of  infestcotion .  It  h&s  not  Deen 
necessaryj,  dur3_ng  tne  yqsx^  to  serve  any  nooices  under  tiie  Act^  and. 
this  can'' be  attributed' to  the  fact  that^  where  infestations  on  farms 
or  business  premises  Iia.ve  been  found,  the  Rodent  Operator  has  been 
able  to  persuade  the  occupiers  to  let  him  carry  out  disinfesta^tion 
work  on  their  behalf,  at  the  standard  charge  of  7/-  per  hour,  this 
sum  including  his  time,  materials  used  and  travelling  espenee

Heg-alar  attention  was  given  during  the  jreerj  by  the  Rodent 
Cperatop  to  all  the  Council’s  properties,  including  Refuse  Tips, 
which  have  been  treated  regularly  and  systematically,  and  to  the 
raanv  sewer  dykes  and  parish  watercourses.  In  addition,  401  private 
dvreiling-houses  were  treated  as  also  were  62  business  premises.  In 
consequence  of  all  these  operations,  3,425  rats  and  mice  wore  found, 
to  have  been  killed,  as  compared  with  2,342  for  the  previous  year.
